Contract  price  was  reduced  by  5%  by  the  Staff's  meeting  every  deadline. 
Further  credits  were  earned  by  making  advance  payments  of  money  to  company. 


**  There  was  a  clause  in  the  contract  promising  delivery  on  May  15.  Books 
were  not  delivered  until  May  17,  so  Company  refunded  to  this  year's  Staff, 
$100.,  as  well  as  the  cost  (about  $35.)  for  four  pages  in  the  book  in 
which  they  failed  to  follow  instructions  as  to  arrangements,  pictures, 
etc. 


2.  Size  and  character  of  circulation:  Bought  125  copies,  not  all  were  sold, 
chiefly  because  of  a  decreased  enrollment.  One  hundred  would  not  have  been 
enough  for  exchange  copies,  etc.,  so  the  Staff  voted  to  buy  the  extra  25. 

***  4.  There  was  no  expense  to  the  Staff  for  individual  pictures.  Crewe  lacks  a 
local  photographer,  so  one  came  from  Roanoke  and  photographed  the  entire 
school,  sending  in  packets  of  pictures  for  sale.  As  a  remuneration  for 
this  privilege,  glossies  were  furnished  free  of  charge.  The  photography 
charge  was  for  film,  bulbs  and  developing  snapshots. 

5.  The  photography  (except  for  individual  pictures  and  large  groups)  and 
advertising  soliciation  were  taken  care  of  by  the  students  entirely.  The 
writing  and  headlines  were  done  by  the  students,  with  the  teachers  editing 
and  suggesting  changes.  Printing,  etc.  was  handled  by  Myers  &  Co. 

6.  Seniors  make  up  the  larger  part  of  the  Staff.  In  this  case,  two  associate 
editors  and  one  photographer  were  underclassmen,  all  of  whom  attended 

S.  I.  P.  A.  and  have  been  the  backbone  of  this  year's  Staff.

Here  is  another  Railroader  "Special”  bringing  to  you  by  word 
and  picture,  the  story  of  events  in  Crewe  High  School  for  the 
year,  1950-51.  We  have  attempted  to  picture  these  events  for 
you  in  a  methodical  arrangement  as  a  glance  at  the  above  will 
show. 

To  those  who  are  unfamiliar  with  the  technique  of  reading 
picture-pages,  we  would  point  out  that  both  the  script  and 
pictures  are  arranged  in  a  left-to-right  sequence.  We  believe 
you  will  enjoy  reading  and  re-reading  this  picture-story.  We  are 
sure  that  each  time  you  look  at  the  pictures,  you  will  see 
something  you  had  not  noticed  before,  for  each  picture  was 
taken  with  the  story  in  mind,  and  does  not  represent  mere 
random  snapshots. 

We  would  ask  you  to  give  particular  attention  to  the  names 
of  the  page  sponsors  which  appear  at  the  bottom  of  the  page. 
These  business  people  have  permitted  us  to  use  their  advertising 
space  for  pictures  of  school  activities.  They  deserve  your  atten¬ 
tion  and  patronage. 
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Heavy  spring  rains  which  poured  down  both  inside 
and  out  helped  to  sharpen  the  contrast  between  the  newly- 
painted  halls  and  the  dark,  cracked  plaster  in  the  class¬ 
rooms.  When  it  became  known  that  the  classrooms  would 
be  painted  during  the  summer,  all  books,  files,  charts, 
maps,  typewriters — even  the  mimeograph,  were  moved 
out  of  the  classrooms  and  stored  in  the  balcony  of  the 
Auditorium  and  the  Library. 

The  painters,  including  our  own  Percy  Cole,  transformed 
the  drab,  dirty  walls  with  light,  fresh  shades  of  blue, 
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green,  rose,  and  tan.  When  school  opened  in  September, 
the  smell  of  fresh  paint  was  a  welcome  greeting  to  stu¬ 
dents  and  teachers  alike. 

With  the  painting  completed,  and  the  lawns  cleared 
of  leaves,  the  next  problem  to  be  tackled  was  the  repair 
of  the  flagpole.  In  co-operation  with  the  R.E.A.  workers, 
the  pole  was  taken  down,  hauled  away  for  repair,  to  be 
returned  when  the  lawn  is  dry  enough  to  support  the 
trucks.

Crewe’s  Midget  team  this  year  was  comparatively  small.  A  new  age 
limit  was  adopted  which  included  boys  from  the  seventh  grade  through 
high  school  only,  with  a  weight  limit  of  130  pounds.  This  plan  was  also 
adopted  by  Emporia  and  Lawrenceville  but  many  of  Crewe’s  rivals — Black- 
stone,  Farmville,  and  Victoria  had  midget  teams  composed  of  boys  from  the 
seventh  grade  down.  This  eliminated  these  teams  from  our  schedule,  giving 
the  Midgets  only  four  games.  Next  year,  probably  more  teams  will  adopt  the 
higher  age  limit  because  of  the  lack  of  material  in  the  lower  grades. 

Coaching  the  midget  team  has  been  the  hobby  of  Joe  Wilkinson,  who 
is  employed  by  the  Norfolk  and  Western  Railway.
